Making good butter is not confined 
to those who have ideal cooling con­ 
ditions, a.s many suppose. 
It is some­ 
times the esse that poor butter is 
made where the best of facilities are 
at 
hand. 
Haphazard 
Justin ds 
of 
making butter never produced' an 
article of good quality, 
In making a first class article of 
butter there is no one condition of 
more 
importance 
than 
cleanliness. 
I hi.-, not only nu ans that the mille 
and cream should be kept clean, but 
also that bad odors should be avoid­ 
ed from the time the milk is drawn 
until the manufacturing process is 
completed. 
Milk and all dairy prod­ 
ucts absorb odors very readily, even 
odors that would hardly be noticed 
ordinarily. 
In summer this objec­ 
tionable odor is more prevalent than 
in winter, and milking in the open 
on the cool of morning and evening 
prevents contamination of the fresh 
milk. if the udders ate clean. 
Flies 
are usually less bothersome at this 
time. 
The clean separator has accom­ 
plished great things for the dairy­ 
man. 
it J educes the labor ut i ai mg 
for milk by at least two thirds. I bere 
is q u i t e an advantage to be had by 
separating the milk while warm and 
cooling the cream quickly. 
At no 
time should files come in conta t 
with the milk or cream, or the uten­ 
sils in which it is handled. 
I he 
house tlv is a disease germ agent.

for f nly a few **'<*wnds 
it is most sure to leave some filth, 
for the fly lives and thrives in and 
around strong odors and unsanitary 
places. 
Conditions ure 
made 
un­ 
desirable for flies by the use of hot 
water and the scrub brush. 
Milk should be handled so that 
non*- of it will he spilled, for it is 
difficult to remove from wood, even 
when freshly spilled. 
V cooers buck­ 
ets are undesirable and went out 
of use with practical dairymen long 
ago. 
Galvanized iron, copper and 
zinc for table and bench tops and 
concrete floor in the milk room aid 
greatly in keeping the place sanitary. 
After washing with hot water the 
hose may be turned on the inside of 
the room, thus cooling and washing 
away dust, etc. 
.Sunlight .is a wonderful destroyer 
of disease germs, but it is imprac­ 
ticable to have it where milk, cream 
and butter are kept in the summer. 
All pails, cans and separator parts, 
however, should be placed where the 
direct rays of the sun will strike 
them. 
Nothing will sweeten and pur­ 
ify a milk house better than sunshine 
and good ventilation, but the sun 
warms up the room and therefore is 
not practicable at all times. 
Good butter, other conditions be­ 
ing favorable, is a product of well 
ripened cream. 
It is important that 
the cream be kept at as even a tem ­ 
perature as possible. 
It need not be 
a low temperature, but should not 
rise above 70 degrees, and 60 degrees 
is better. 
At the latter degree it 
may be kept several days, adding 
each days skimmings until 24 Hours 
before churning time, when the fresh 
cream should be put into another 
jar. 
Cream 
ripens 
automatically 
when kept under these conditions in 
summer.

J implement used on the ground except 
the planter. 
As soon as the ground 
is cleared of the timber it is gone 
over with the harrow drawn by two 
mules.

barrow springs over the low stumps 
and roots ajid gets the bushes.
